Patience, patience, and more 
patience is the predominant char- 
acteristic of the Driver Education 
instructors of SAC. 

Mr, Phil Mendez, driver improve- 
ment analyst of the Department of 
Motor Vehicles, gives classroom in- 
struction each week on Thursday 
evening from 7:00 to 9:30 p.m. 
in room C21 on the SAC campus. 


A study is made of traffic laws 
and problems, and films are shown fil] 


to impress students with the re- 
sponsibilities of a good driver. 


Each week. instructors take 
groups of four students out in the 
driver education car for a two 
hour period. Each student receives 
a half hour of behind the wheel in- 
struction which progresses from 
simple starting, stopping, and driv- 
ing around curves on the SAC cam- 
pus to starting and stopping on 
slopes, driving around curves on 
hills, and in congested traffic on 
fourth street in Santa Ana. In- 
struction and practice is given in 
diagonal and parallel parking. 

The 48 fortunate people, one 
lone man and 47 women, who be- 
gan their driver education on April 
first will receive a thorough know- 
ledge of traffic laws, something of 
the mechanism of the car, and be- 


‘hind the wheel practice in drivng. 


When the twelve weeks course 
has been completed each student 
who has attended regularly rece- 
ives a certificate of completion. 

The most coveted award of the 
course is a driver’s license which 


‘is issued by the State Department 


of Motor Vehicles to those students 
who demonstrate their ability to 
drive correctly and safely. 

Behind the wheel instruction is 
given by Mr. Mendez, Mr. Arlin E. 
Pirtle, and Mr. Edward T. Eaton,

Dreams and Visions 

Jim and his three _ brothers 
“scratched to get to college” but 
they all graduated as electrical 
engineers from Ohio State Univer- 
sity.

us more?”’ 

Jim Lincoln, on occasion, illus- 
trates his points with quotations 
from the Eighth Psalm, and the 
14th stanza of Grey’s “Elegy Writ- 
ten in a Country Churchyard.”’ He 
regards the proudest moment of his 
life when, as captain, he lead his 
college football team from the field 
victorious. 

The philosophy of Jim Lincoln 
may be expressed in these words: 
“The future belongs to those who 
prepare for it,” and the inscription 
over the Cleveland plant: 
Actual is Limited; The Possible is 
Immense.” 


Stenos N eeded 
By Business 
World Today 


There will be a “great dearth of 
good secretaries and stenogarphers 
for at least the next seven years,” 
says Elsie McCormick in a recent 
article in the magazine Indepen- 
dent Woman. 

Miss McCormick states that ac- 
cording to a survey of business 
schools that covered the United 
States, the average graduate has a 
choice of twelve jobs. 


Better working conditions, short- 
er hours,, increased pay, group life 
and hospital insurance, generous 
pension plans, a chance to buy 
stock in the company at less than 
market price, and a possibility of 
romance are a few of the induce- 
ments offered by business firms to 
lure secretaries and stenographers. 


Many World War II and Korean 
Veterans are “brave enough to 
face social resistance” and are tak- 
ing secretarial training. Miss Mc- 
Cormick quotes Gordon Rigs, head 
of the famous Katherine Gibbs 
Secretarial schools as_ saying 
“What it amounts to is a leapfrog 
training program—a chance to get 
close to top executives and find out 
things about methods and policy 
that a junior employee wouldn’t 
normally learn for years.”’ 

The amazing secretarial short- 
age will be over “when the droves 
of youngsters now crowding our 
elementary schools break into the 
business world,” but the improved 
working conditions and better 


-understanding between secretary

Southern California’s newest 
four-year college will be open for 
public inspection Sunday, April 25, 
on the Riverside campus of the 
University of California. 

Provost Gordon S. Watkins has 
announced that faculty members of 
the new College of Letters and 
Science will be in their offices 
from 1 to 5 p.m. that day to de- 
monstarte the facilities of the five 
modern buildings that were opened 
for classes Feb. 15. 

Members of the pioneer student 
body, which includes representa- 
tives from every Southland county, 
will serve as guides during the 
open house. 

They will show visitors the open- 
stack library with outdoor reading 
rooms, the co-educational gymnas- 
ium with adjoining swimming pool, 
the completely equipped health 
center, and the specially-designed 
laboratories that permit students 
to hear lectures and conduct exper- 
iments in the same room. 

The students also plan to an- 
nounce during the open house the 
winner of a contest to select a mas- 
cot for the UCR athletic teams. A 
lifetime pass to all athletic contests 
on the Riverside campus will be 
awarded the winner. 

Educational exhibits will be on 
display in the new library, which 
has facilities for 150,000 volumes. 

The new college is located north- 
west of the University’s Citrus Ex- 
periment Station, three miles east 
of downtown Riverside on US 60.

Art Classes 


Following is the thirteenth of a series of articles 
El Don reporter, to acquaint students. 


with various departments of the college. 


“Everyone is an artist to some degree,” 


said Miss 


Frances W. Egge, instruetor of Art at SAC. 
“We use our artistic talents every day. We show our 
taste whether it is good or bad in the choices we make,” 


continued Miss Egge. 


“Artistic taste involves sizes, 


: shapes, lines, colors’ and propor- 


tions and their combinations. 
Every person can improve his taste 
by study and practice,” she added. 

In the course on History and Ap- 
preciation of Art the students 
learn to recognize harmonious line 
and proportion. Through the show-\ 
ing of slides, pictures, lectures and 
collateral reading the student 
learns to enjoy and evaluate past 
cultural history as well as contem- 
porary art. 

Students learn art appreciation 
by “trying their hand’ in the ex- 
ecution of simple problems of or- 
ganization. 


Serves Two Purposes 

“Most of our courses serve two 
purposes,” said Miss Egge. “They 
provide the students who need art 
courses in their chosen profession 
with the required knowledge and 
skill. The courses also enrich the 
lives.of students by increasing 
their awareness of the beauty in 
things around them. A _ student 
may also acquire an avocation that 
is rewarding in enjoyment and 
pride of accomplishment.”’ 

Students of Structure (color 
and design) classes are provided 
with the opportunity to grow in 
ability and confidence in mixing 
and combining colors. They learn 
the “scientific” principles used in 
building a wire of art. 

Art In The Home 
Home planning and furnishing 


is studied in the course of Interior 
Decoration. The expression of 
character, good taste, style, com- 
fort, function, and beauty in home 
planning are emphasized. 

Drawing and Painting are taught 
in Course No. 4 AB. The students 
learn to draw accurately and ef- 
fectively “Almost everyone can 
learn to draw or represent some- 
thing graphically and receive a lot 
of fun and pride in the accomplish- 
ment,” said Miss Egge, adding ‘‘of 
course this along with a command 


of color and design are absolutely . 


basic for any career in art.” 


Technical skill in the art of Letter- 
ing and Advertising Art is taught 
in Course 12 ABCD. Students 
learn to plan and complete layouts 
of several basic types. They ‘aquire 
skill in pen and brush lettering 
used on showcards and posters. 
They understand advertising lay- 
out from the standpoint of suit- 
ability of purpose, balance, em- 
phasis, and unity. 
Economic Profit 


The Art students at SAC are 
encouraged “to develop their own 
creative talents and never to 
copy.” They are impressed with 
the realization that “art has always 
been a natural and_ inseperable 
part of normal living, and that a 
career in art can lead to great 
economic profit,” emphasized Miss 
Egge in conclusion.

Santa Ana College Relays Initiated; 
National, Local Records Shattered

On Saturday, April 17, while track teams from 14 of 
Southern California’s junior colleges met on the Don field 


to compete in the first annual Santa Ana College Relays, 
Don hurdlers set a National JC record in the 480 yard 


shiittle relay. 

_ The old record of'57.8 seconds, 
set by Los Angeles in 1949, was 
torn down, as the combination of 
Don runners, Jack McCosh, Dick 
Carson, Tom Noon, and Chuck 
Neal, covered the 480 yards of 
highs and lows in 56.9 seconds. 

Santa Ana College, running in 
the Spell Schools division, finished 
the Relays in third place with a 
total of 44 points. Mt: San Anton- 
io won the divisional honors with 
26 points, while Los Angeles Val- 
ley took second with 46. 

Other marks, not national but 
local, were broken during the Re- 
lays. The, Santa Ana College dis- 
tance medley quartet, composéd of 
Ed Winter (446), Tom Noll (880), 
Tom Frazier (1320), and Ed Den- 
bow (imile), wrote the time of 10 


min. 37.9 sec into the SAC record. 


book, to replace the old mark of 
10 min. 41.8 sec. made in 1949, 

In winning the distance medley 
each of SAC’s four runners turned 
in, the fastest time of his career. 
Ed Winter was timed at 51-seconds 
for the quarter, Tom Noll did 1:59 
in the half, Frazier rambled -the 
1320 in 3:17, and Denbow, start- 
ing 10 yards back of State Mile 


Champion Ed Leach of L.A, Val- 
ey, won the race with a blazing 
4:28 mile. 

Mt, SAC slashed three seconds 
off of the sprint medley record, by 
turning in a time of 3 min. 34.9 
sec. Santa Ana College was greatly 
handicapped in the sprint medley, 
however, with both Bert Kohn- 
horst and Penny Conradt out of 
action. 

Teams making up the Large 
Schools division were Pasadena, 
Long Beach, East Los Angeles, 
Compton, Santa Monica, El Camino 
and Los Angeles. The totals for 
this division found Los Angeles 
with 46 points, and East Los Ange- 
les second with 30 points. 

Although they recorded the fast- 
est times this season in Southern 
California for the 440 and 880 re- 
lays, the favored Long Beach Vik- 
ings could finish no better than 
third in total points. 

Because of the great success of 
the first annual Santa Ana College 
Relays, the coaches of the compet- 
ing teams have asked that next 
year’s meet be held on. the same 
Saturday—before—Easter date.
